REPORT OF THE TAX COMMISSION 


Madison, Wis., Jan. 10.—Listening 


to the governor's message read to both 
houses in joint session by Gov. La- 
Follette in person, was the only 'busi- 
ness done at the session today of the 
legislature, but there was enough in 
the message to occupy the minds of 
the solons. 


Both houses then adjourned until 


Tuesday night. 


In his message Governor La Follette 


treated first of the needs of a change 
in the method of reporting- state fl 
uaces. 
The present system o? a re- 


port at the end of the fiscal year 
•.instead of at tne close of the adminis- 
tration year made the report mislead- 
ing. 


The subject of taxation was treat- 


ed at length and the primary election 
law is strongly urged, the goyernor 
•saying among other things: 


"It is strange that the citizens have 


feo long remained patient under the 
practices which compel them to hand 
over the most important of his pre- 
rogratives to others to be exercised 
for him." 
Improvement in graded schools is urg 
ed. . The state charitable and penal 
institutions are criticised for the cost 
of subsistence and perquisites for 
the superintendents. 


A state law making the formation 


of a trust a conspiracy to defraud is 
•urged. 


The governor recommends the abol- 


ishment of the office of state oil inspec- 
tor, and says that the reports show 
that the inspector drew nearly $50,000 
last year while the work did not inter- 
fere materially with his private busi- 
ness. 


The lobby law is approved, but 


the governor says it should be extend- 
ed so as to restrict the lobby to ar- 
guments before the houses or com- 
mittees. 


The governor expresses belief that 


the capital clerical force can be cut 
down without injuring the public ser- 
vice, and promises a further report 
on this matter in time for legislation 
this winter. 


The Suggestions Made Please Assem 


blyman Hall Very Much. 


' Madison, Wis., Jan. 10.—The report 
of the tax commission, ha.s created a 
great deal of interest among 
the 


members. Both Philo A. Qrton and 
A. R. HaH were much pleased, with 
the roctnnendations made. 
Mr, Hall 


said: 


"The commission seems to 
have 


done its work very thoroughly. I was 
especially pleased with the chapter on 
railroad taxation. 
Two years ago 


when I had my bill in the legislature 
I proposed to increase the rate to 6 
per cent., thus increasing the taxes 
$617,477.57, 
The commission makes 


it 5 per cent, or an increase of $600,- 
000. 
I said two years ago that I was 


conservative, but I was accused of 
being unfair. 


"I now feel that the commissioir 


has vindicated me and that its re- 
port shows that I was only just. While 
personally I do not believe in that 
method of taxation, it shows that the 
state at present is not getting what it 
is entitled to. I believe the tax ought 
co be raised nearer $1,000,000, but 
for the,present we ought to be satis- 
fied with what the commission recom- 
mends."

Task for Forming the New Districts 


Will Be a Big Work.

sembly and senatorial districts of Wis- 
consin. 
In the senate a joint resolu- 


tion was introduced for the appoint- 
ment of a committee of thirteen as- 
semblymen and seven senators. In the 


State Municipal League Will Present 


a Bill to the Legislature. 


Madison, Wis., Jan. 10.—The mu- 


nicipal league of Wisconsin will try to 
have certain measures passed by the 
egislature this winter. 
In line with 


the model charter adopted by the Na- 
tional Municipal League Prof. Spar- 
ing of the University of Wisconsin, 
secretary of the state league, is now 
preparing a bill providing for the uni- 
form government of the cities in the 
state. 
It will fix the term of office 


of the mayor at two years and of alder- 
men at four years, one-half of them to 
go out every two years. 
This, it is 


claimed, will insure a more continu- 
ous government. 


The schedule of salaries for the 


mayor of cities of different classes 
is also fixed. The maximum amount 
is stated, but the exact sum to be paid 
is left to the several city governments. 


The effect of this reform Mr. Spar- 


ling says, will be to eliminate partis- 
anship in municipal government. 
A 


bill providing for uniform amounts 
for all Wisconsin cities will also be 
introduced.

Botha in person, made a determined 
effort on Monday night to clear the 
British garrisons from five posts on 
the Delagoa Bay road. 
The attacks 


were made simultaneously and se- 
vere fighting ensued. - The losses on 
both sides were heavy and the en- 
gagement approached nearer the dig- 
nity of a battle than any since the 
guerilla warfare was inaugurated. 


Lord Kitchener telegraphing 'from

on all of the posts of Belfast, Won- 
derfontein, Nooitgedacht, Wildfontein 
and Pan.

To find this or- 
ganization, which is tho essence of free 
trade propaganda in the United States, 
out iu opposition to the shipping bill is 
beginning to convince many who were 
hitherto lukewarm on the subject that 
the measure must be a good one and 
likely to help American and possibly 
injure foreign interests.

BOERS 
LYING IN THE GRASS. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 10.—In spite 


of the almost unanimous testimony o; 
the officers of the armv to the effect 
that the canteen or post exchange is 
in the interest of real temperance, the 
senate by the unexpected vote of 34' to 
15, agreed to the house amendment to- 
tally abolishing the sale of liquors in 
the army. 
The action taken by the 


senate is almost final. There is a bare 
possibility of. a revulsion of sentiment 
in the senate which would permit of 
another vote, entirely eliminating tho 
louse amendment. This would throw 
the matter into conference, where the 
•whole subject could be adjusted with- 
out difficulty, but unless 
the senate 


•hereafter reverses itself and rejects the 
house amendment, that amendment 
must stand, for the house has no op- 
portunity to reconsider its own action 
unless there is a disagreement on that 
particular section and paragraph. The 
.vote in the senate was so overwhel- 
ming against the canteen that wh;n 
the section comes up for final action it 
is likely to remain in the bill. 


Effect of tho \ote. 


The effect of the vote is to restore to 


the bill the house provision abolish- 
ing the army canteen so far as the 
sale of any kind of intoxicants is con- 
cerned. As the section now stands in 
the bill it reads as follows: 
"Ths sale 


or dealing in beer, wine, or any in- 
toxicating liquors by any person in 
any .post exchange or canteen or army 
transport, or upon any premises used 
for military purposes by the 
United 


States, is hereby prohibited. The secre- 
tary of war is hereby directed to carry 
•the provisions of this section into full 
force and effect." 


Strouc Fpgech by Mr. Teller. 


^ During the debate Senator Teller de- 
livered an effective argument against 
the canteen. He read a number of let- 
ters received from friends in Manila 
showing the demoralizing effect of the 
sale of intoxicating liquors, not only 
among American troops, but among the 
natives of the Philippine islands. 
He 


declared that the United States was 
cursing the people of those islands with 
& ourse as "vicious and vile as any the 
Spanish ever placed upon them." 
It 


was,, he said, within the power of the 
President and within th» power of 
Congress to destroy government en- 
couragement of drinking among the 
soldiers of the American army and the 
Filipinos. 
He directed attention to a 


statement of President Schunnan of 
the old Philippine commission to the 
effect that one of the most demoraliz- 
ing influences taken to the Philippines 
•by.the United States was the Ameri- 
can saloon. He said that the few thou- 
sand Americans in Manila drank more 
per capita than the same number of 
Americans anywhere else.

Mr. Pettigrew made a characteristic

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Without doubt the most singular-duel 


that ever tooU place in the United 
• States occurred at Sante Fe. N. SI., 35 
years ago. 
It was several years pro- 


ivious to Uie first Pacific railroad and 
iwhile yet every pound of goods goin 
-to the far -west had to bo hauled across 
•the groat plains by freight wagon or 
sent around Cape. Horn by sea. 


Two men in a Rogers & Blair outfit 


.fell in love with the same girl in Santa 
Fe. 
One was an American named 


Jack Hines, and tbe other was a full 
iblooded 
Mexican who was 
simplj 


'known as Don. The girl was a half 
ibreed, and none of us outside 'tin 
two rivals thought her worth fighting 
over. 1 do not think sh« really caret 
for either man, but her game was co 
quette and keep them on the raggec 
edge and make the most she could on 
of it. 
Sii« received many valuable 


'presents from the rivals, and 1 knov 
'that nine's lent her father mo'ne; 
•which vns never returned. For a thru 
the rivalry was u subject for joking 
among us. but when we saw that ei 
ther man was ready to 11 y at the oth 
er's throat, on the smallest provocatioi 
-the case became serious. 
They wen 


not only good uaon for tho outfit, eanl 
earning the highest wages paid, bu 
Itliey were gnme mer>. and if they came 
to<jetlier nothing was surer than that 
one would be killed. 


The affair had gone or> for seven or 


eight months before the outbreak came. 
"We were in Sauta Fe, making ready 
for a start east, when the Mexican one- 


t>rs formed another. It was to be a 
duel with knives, and seconds and a 
referee were appointed. 
After each 


fl.ve minutes there was to be a rest. 
Foremost among the spectators was 
he girl who liad caused it all, and she 
was free to say she didn't care who 
Tl-umphocl. Each man was allowed to 
wrap his left arm in a so rape or cloak 
and all cheering or advising was for- 
bidden. The blind man was pale faced 
and nervous as tbe tight began, but 
Ills bard shut teeth told of the de- 
termination in his heart. The Mexi- 
can was Jill bows and smiles and confi- 
dence, aucl as he was known to bu an 
adopt with the knife a groan went 
about the circle as the two stepped for- 
ward to open the fight. 


That duel was something to be re- 


membered for all time. 
From the 


blind man's movements no one could 
have told that he was sightless. 
For 


four five-minute rounds they fought, 
with only a few trifling scratches on 
either side, but if there was any ad- 
vantage it was on the side of the Amer- 
ican, who had the full sympathy of the 
crowd, Mexicans and all. When they 
came out for the fifth round Don wink 
ed and chuckled and said it was time 
he began slicing ears o£C. Hines had 
him located to a hair's breadth, and as 
they faced each ether the American 
leaped forward like a flush, caught the 
knife on his and threw it to the left, 
and next instant his own blade had 
found the heart of tbe man who had 
blinded him. We who were only five- 
feet away could not follow the move- 
ment, so swiftly was it made, but it 
was a successful one ami of course 
ended the light. 
Hinos told me that 


during tbe fight he seemed>to see every 
move and motion made by the other 
and from the first felt sure of victory. 
A public purse amounting to over a 
thousand dollars was raised( for him 
on tho spot, iincl about five hundred 
was subsequently added, and be was 
sent east to some institution and is to- 
day a teacher of the bHiv'1 a%nd a man 
too tender hearted to kill a fly.

N ORDINANCE relating to the installation 
and mniiitaiuence of metallic return cir- 


cuits for convoying eJoctriciiy used as a motive 
power for railroads and street railways. 


The Mayor and Common Council of the City 


of Jp.ucsviDe do ordain as follows: 
See. I. Every person, firm or corporation, 
owning or conlroHns a railroad or Street R»ii- 
\v?y-within tlio city of Jancsvillo, upon which 
car's arc now, or hereafter shall bo O|)e»*ated or 
propol'ed by electricity as the motive power 
with a grounded return cucuit Jor conveying 
tliw oloctiicily, shall install and maintain a me- 
tallic return circuit of such cross section and 
conductivity tor convoying the electricity so 
used as a rnotivo power that tbe maximum dif- 
ference of potential will not at any time exceed 
one volt between nay part of such metallic re- 
turn circuit and any water pipes, gas pipes., te- 
lopbone rr telegraph cables or other metals not 
installed for the purpose oE forming: a part of 
such metallic return circuit, and that there will 
not be n variation in difference of potential ex 
ceeoins one litilf volt between any two measure- 
ment's at, t.ho same time at points along: and up- 
on said metallic return circuit within adistancc 
of three hundred i'eot ot less from each other. 
Such metallic return circuit shall be installed 
and mtimtnined in accordance with the pro- 
visions of any ordinance of tho cit'y oE Jnnes- 
villc, now or boroat'ler in force. 


Sec 11. Such metallic return circuit shall bo 


inst.alic * and in use on or before the first day 
of July 1001, 


Soc III. 
Any person, firm or corporation vio- 
lating the terms of this ordinance, or who fails, 
neglects* or refuses to comply therewith shall 
upon convicuion thereof be Jined not less than 
twenty-five dollars nor more than fifty dollars; 
and such person, firm, or corporation shall bo 
deemed guilty of a separate and distlnctollonce 
for every duy during which such person, firm or 
corporation violates, fails, neclocts or refuse* 
to comply with any or all of the requirements
